N Ordinance has been publifh’d here, by 
which all Officers of the Troops, and 
others in the Service, are enjoyn'd to be 
going hence within eight Days co their 


Pofts. The King has declard thar he 


will make the Campaign ; but ’tis not yet known 
when he will fer out from hence, nor whither 


he will go. His Majefty will command his Forces 


himfelf. Letters from Saragoffa advife, chat the 
Marthal Duke of Berwick arriv’d there the 25th of 
laft Month ; that he was receiv’d with aii poifible 
Honours, and that he had begun to give Orders for 
the Troops to be ready to march. The King has 
conferr’d on the [own of Boija the Title of illuftri- 
ous and ever-faithfui, wiih Permuiiion to add to its 
Arms a Flower de Luce and a Lvon, and fuch an In- 
{cription as the Inmabitants fhail think proper: And 
to preferve to Pofterity the Memory of the invio- 
lable Fidcliry of that Town, has given them Seffion 
and Vote in the Cortes or States. Part of the Inha- 
bitants of Oran are arriv’d in the Ports of Spain 


with all their Effects : The Goverdour was oblig’d 


to abandon the Place, becaufe he could make no 
longer Defence for Want of Succours; thofe fent 


him being trtiteroufly carried to the Enemy’s Army. 
by che Count de Santa Cruz. They write from Mur-' 
cia the 24th paft, that all Places of the Kingdom of 


Valencia have Submitted, except Alicant, Villa-Joyo- 
fa, and Denia, the Garrifon of which is very weak, 
Deferiers from thofe 3 Places agree that they are in 
Want of Provifions ; that ac Alicant Bread-Corn, Bar- 
ley, and all forts of Neceffaries, are extreme dear, and 
that they are wholly unprovided of Oyl: That the 
Governour had caus’d 4 Cannon that were lefc in the 
Town, to be drawn into the Caftle, and all the 
Provifions: But he afterwards caus’d 350 Quin- 
tals of damag’d Meal to be brought into the Mar- 
ket, which however was fold dear : that he had de- 
clar'd he would withdraw all his Soldiers into the 
Caftle when the Place thould be attack’d : and that 
he would leave to the Inhabitants the Care of de- 
fending the Town. The Troops having need of 
ny are put into Winter-Quarters in Places belong- 
g to the King of Spain in the Country adjacent to 
thofe 3 Places. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 28. - 
Vienna, Feb. 15. Letters from Turkey of the 19th 
of laft Month advife, that the Ortoman Porte have 
no Defign to make War againft any Chriftian Po. 
tentate ; and that their naval Preparations are in- 
tended only io curb the Maltefe, who lately attack’d 
2 Turkith Galleys in a neutral Harbour, and took 
and carried them off. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 2. 
Ratisbon, Feb. 2c. The 3 Colleges that compofe 
the Diet of the Empire, have agreed upon a Refo- 
lution for carrying on the War with Vigour, and 
have deliver'd it to the Imperial Commiffioners to 
be fent to the Emperour for his Ratification: It con- 
tains in Subftance. 
That all the Eleors, Circles, and States of the 
Empire, fhall fend their full Contingents to the Up- 
per Rhine, by the Middle of May next, to fuch 


‘Place as the Elector of Hanover fhall appoint. That 


the Artillery, Ammunition, and orher Neceffaries, 
thall alfo be fent thither. That within a Month, 


they fhall not only furnifh the 300000 Florins agreed — 
_laft Year, and the 6 Roman Months due to the 
Gartiton of Philipsbourg ; but thall likewife every 


one contribute their Pert of « Million of Rixdollars; 
to enable his faid Electoral Highneis to conclude 


the Treaty for at leaft 3000 Saxon Hurfe, within a | 


Fortnight after tne Emperour hall ratify this Refo- 
lution ; on Pain of Militaty Execution to fuch as 
thall neglect to contriburerttieir Quotas. That there 
is Ground to hope K.Auguaftus will put the iaid 3000 
Horfe into. the Service of the Empire on reafor.able 
Terms, and that he wili befides furnifh his own Con- 
tingent complear. Thar, to lofe no Time, the Em- 
perour fhall be. defir’'d to treat joyatly wich the E- 
lectors of adentz and Hanove? tor the faid Hurie, 
to the End they may {peedily march co the Upper 
Rhine, and continue there the next Winer. That 
if any Member of the Empire neglect to do what 
is abovemention’d, he thall be compeli’d by Military 
Execution on the Part of the Elector of Hanover, 
as General. 
That his Imperie! Majcfty thall be defird to 
caufe his Troops to march to the Rendezvous ap- 
pointed by the sth of March; and to follicit the 
States-general (as the Dicz has already done by a 
Leter ) to furnifh 2 reafunable Succour of Troops 
to the Empire, for the Conqucr’d Country belong- 
ing to the Circle of Burgundy. That to the End 
this Refolution may be betrer Execured than former, 
with refpect to the moft diftant Circles, Diets of the 
Circles of the Upper and Jower Saxony fhall be held’ 
or the future, to regulate the Contingent of the 
Members of thofe Circles ; and that to facilitate the 
Affembling the Circle of the Uppet Saxony, Mea- 
fures fhall, be concerted, with the Kings of Sweden, 
and Pruffia; toithe End all Difficulties may be ami- 
cably remow’d; the affembling the States of the 
lower Saxony depending intirely on King Auguftus. 
That his Imperial Majefty thall be defir'd to com- 
municate this Refolution to the Princes and States of 
thofe two Circles, and to exhort the King of Pruffia 
to furnifh his full Contingenr of Troops, with his 
Part of the 300600 Florins, of the 6 Roman Months 
for Philipsbourg, and of the Million of Rixdollars ¢ 
As alfo forthwggh to concert with the EleCtor of Ha- 
nover and the High Allies the Projects for the next 
Campaign ; and to be pleas’d to give a Commiffion 
to his faid Electoral Highnelfs to inquire fttidtly into 
what pafs’d laft Year at the abandoning of the Lines 
of Stolhoffen, in Order to punith thofe who-fhall ap- 
pear to be in Fault. And l:ftly the Dier defites, that 
his Imperial Majefty will be.pleas’d to renew. his 
Orders prohibiting the carrying Horfes out of Ger- 
many, and to take Meafures' with rhe Allies to hin- 
der feck Exportation by rhe Way of the Netherlands, 
Switzerland, and other Countries.
